— The coal 
miners' strike was ended yesterday, 
when, with but one diss^ting vote, 
he general committee of the United 
Mine Workers of America voted to 
accept President Wilson's proposal 
for immediate return to work pend- 
ing final settlement of their wage 
controversy by a commission to ^ 
appointed by him. 

The terms of the settlement an 
agreed to by the miners provide for 
im Mediate return to work at 14 per 
cent , increase in wages over the war- 
time scale, against a continuation of 
which the miners stinick. Operation 
of the mines will be resumed, except 
as to wag«8, on the same basis which 
obtained prior to the strike. 

Men Ordered Back. 
Telf5grams were sent out to the 
four thousand locals of the union -by 
internal oflScers of the mine workers, 
instructing the men to return to 
work immediately. 

Operators predicted full resump- 
tion of operation.s Friday and ship- 
ment of coal from the mines begin- 
BMig Monday morning. 

Miner,«, operators and Government

BLOOD TELLS IN HORSES. 
There has been a great revival of 

the business of breeding thorough- 
bred horses since the war ended, not 
only in this country but in the coun- 
tries of Europe, eepecildly EngUnd. 
The race horse blood demonstrated 
its superiority even in war horses, 
the thoroughbred animal proving 
stronger and developing more pow- 
ers of endurance wherever tried.

City Hospital a Credit. 
Hopldnsville has, a most ereitftable 
City Hospital, Riven to the city by 
Dr. E. S. Stuart, Fairview, eleven 
miles distant, where a. monument to 
JeiTeraon Davis, President of the 
Southern Confederacy, now is being 
erected. The institution is known 
as the Jennie Stuart Memorial Hos- 
pital, in memoir <0f Dr. Stuart's 
Hife. 

John C. Latham, who gave to 
Hopldnsville two of its city paries, 
was one of the greate.st benefactors 
the city has Icnown. He was born 
and reared in the county and died 
Some nine or ten years ago. He was 
a Confederate soldier, and later went 
to New York, where he engaged in 
banking. He made a fortune of 
more than $1,000,000 in "New York 
City and before hi& death gpve $15,- 
000 toward erection of the Confed- 
erate monument in the cemetery 
here.
